in.d.ipi.i intr-trd and forgollcn. For ten million dollars and a fat annuity 

increased in 1355 to almost two million dollars annually — Panama agreed to 
cede a zone 111 miles wide to the Americans. 

This Canal Zaae is a world apart Irom Panama. Ii operates under American 
administration. Foreigners cannot enter employees' quarters and zcceVl to the 
duty-free imports is forbidden — a *mircc of much Panamanian discontent. 

In wartime, when large numbers of troops are billeted there, ihlng* go well 
for the locals. Bui peacetime is a slim lime in Panama, where the motto is buy 
and sell, and crowded drinking dives, cabarets, and IcmrLst stalls mean money 
and prosperity. Stint times starl unrest, excilrmrnl quickly become* hysteria, 
and everyone who is noi fnr die Government is quickly declared an opponent. 

Il was in this selling lhal Fonteyn was arrested and her husband — ihe 
son nf a former Panamanian President — was accused of gun-running ID 
rebels and plotting to overthrow the government.
